MOTIVATION 


Charles  Spurgeon,  the  great  British  preacher,  told  the  fol¬ 
lowing  story  in  one  of  his  sermons. 

There  once  was  a  wise  and  discerning  king.  One  day,  a  poor  farmer 
brought  a  carrot  to  present  to  the  king  as  a  gift.  The  fanner  told  the 
king  “this  is  the  finest  carrot  I  have  ever  grown.  I  am  very  proud  of 
it  and  I  give  it  to  you.  ”  The  king  discerned  the  fanner’s  heart  and 
said,  “1  have  a  piece  of  land  next  to  your  garden.  You  are  an  excel¬ 
lent farmer,  so  I  want  yon  to  have  this  land  to  expand  your farm. 

Go  in  peace.  ” 

There  happened  to  be  a  nobleman  in  the  king’s  court  that  day.  He 
witnessed  the  king’ s  generosity  and  thought,  if  that  is  what  the  king 
gives  in  return  for  a  carrot,  what  would  he  give  for  a  horse?  So,  the 
following  morning  he  brought  a  horse  to  present  to  the  king.  He  told 
the  king  “this  is  the  finest  horse  I  have  ever  raised.  I  am  very  proud 
of  it  and  I  give  it  to  you.  ”  The  king  discerned  the  nobleman’s  heart 
and  said,  “thank you.  ”  The  nobleman  was  confused.  As  he  turned 
to  leave,  the  king  said,  “let  me  explain;  the  farmer  gave  the  carrot  to 
me.  You  gave  the  horse  to  yourself” 

It  is  very  difficult  for  us  to  understand  our  own  motivations, 
but  it  is  important  that  we  look  for  them.  All  sorts  of  wrong 
motivations  can  creep  in  while  we  are  not  paying  attention. 
We  can  perform  acts  of  service  or  give  money  to  be  seen 
and  approved  of  by  others.  We  can  offer  service  or  money 
to  God  while,  in  the  back  of  our  minds,  we  expect  God  to 
reciprocate.  In  other  words,  we  expect  to  get  something  out 
of  the  deal.  It  is  too  easy  to  think,  “if  I  do  this  for  God,  then 
surely  He  will  something  for  me.” 

This  is  a  hard  question,  but  it  is  one  we  must  ask.  What  is 
my  real  motivation?  Am  I  truly  serving  God  or  am  I  serving 
myself  by  serving  God?  I  doubt  that  any  of  us  can  always 
have  the  highest  and  best  motivation,  but  we  should  always 
examine  ourselves  and  root  out  the  selfishness  that  can  so 
easily  appear.  God  is  good.  We  can  trust  Him.  There  is  no 
need  to  bargain  with  God.  We  have  nothing  He  needs,  and 
He  will  always  give  us  exactly  what  we  need  most.
